These contain thou- 
sands of tiny germs which are blown 
about and effectually lodge on cur- 
r=«t and gooseberry leaves. In a rel- 
atively short time an orange-colored 
rust, closely resembling corn meal, ap- 
pears on tho under surface of the 
•eaves and during the summer is waft- 
ed from bush to bush. 
"In the early fall another state of 


the disease is shown on these ieaves, 
which is brown and not unlike small 
horns or hairs. These contain man- 
germs, which are borne on the wind 
to the foliage of the white pine, thus 
mfectlas the treefr."
